Leaving St. Joe last spring, with 
a nice batting average for the Puma 
season tucked under, his belt, Gil 
went home to wiit for his draft 
board to call. 

Not hearing from it after several 
weeks, he decided to go to Indianap- 
olis to work and play ball for the P. 
R. Mallory Company. While there, 
Stan Fiezle, Dodgef scout, spptted 
Gil and invited him to go to Brook- 
lyn for aHryout. 7 

It didn’t take Branch Rickey, 
president of the Dodgers, long to 
put Gil under contract. Then, Man- 
ager Durocher decided to convert 
Gil from an infielder to a- catcher. 

Gil spent the remainder of the

Professors Engage In 
Games Of Pasture Pool

Compulsory physical training be- 
gan at St. Joseph’s, Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 19, under the direction of Coach 
Dick Scharf. 

Though patterned much after last 
year’s setup, the most evident dif- 
ference between this year’s and last 
year’s program is the present stress 
on fitness through strenuous exer- 
cises such as calisthenics, track, 
obstacle courses, and endurance de- 
velopment. 

This year, regulated play and 
military drill have been eliminated 
from the program. Another varia- 
tion is the change from ( two one- 
hour periods weekly to' the four 
half-hour periods. 

Also, this year the student will 
be graded on his achievements 
throughout the course of training. 
There will be three qualifying ex- 
aminations, one every six weeks of 
a semester. 

By this method, the prowess of 
the individual and the improvement 
of his endurance in a period of three 
to four months can be determined. 
As such, the program is designed to 
qualify men for the difficulties of 
possible fighting in this “war. 

At the present an obstacle course 
is in the offing. Its construction, 
however, has not yet been started. 
Though similar to the obstacle
